Uirone of Bavaria, the second largest 
state In the German empire. His ca!l 
to Ilic regency was the result of tho 
Insanity of King Ludwig 11 nnd

brother. King Otto. Luitpold had

voted himself entirely to hla military 
Uudoa and was unfamiliar -with court 
life, but he was highly 
regarded in 
the courts of Europe and he took up 
hla 
new duties conscientiously 
and 


with painstaking endeavor. He quickly 
won a firm .place in the heirts of his 
people, who had become accustomed to 
calling him "king," although this -vvaa 
not at all io tho liking of the old- 
rashioned prince.
